In quoting the laws of Missouri regulating rall- 
roads and railroad charges, it will be as well to 
quote the remarks of the Commissioners themselves 
and the opinions of the Attorney-General of the 
State, as given in the Commissioners’ ninth annual 
report. These clearly define the Commissioners’ 
powers, and wiiile they are not as broad as they 
might be, they would seem to be sufficient, with co- 
operation on the part of the.citizens of the State, 
to meet almost any emergency. Certainly they 
can, if properly used according to the Commis 
sioners’ own idea of their scope, meet the present 
difficulty. The Commissioners have acknowledged 
in published interviews aul cards, over their own 
signatures, their conviction that the discriminations 
exposed by the Post-Dispatonu existed. There was 
in fact no room for doubt; the facts and figures 
speak for themselves. Why then have not the 
Commissioners applied the remedy? It exists, and 
in fact is of such Summary nature that the very 
threat of putting it into execution should suffice to 
bring the railroads to their senses. 

- THE CONSTITUTION OF MISSOURI 

“Raiftways fore constructed, or 

may hereafter be constructed, in 
this State, are hereby declared public 
highways, and railroad companies common car 
riers. The General Assembly shall pass laws to 
correct abuses and prevent unjust discrimination 
and extortion in the rates of freight and passenger 
tariffs on the different railroads in this State; aud 
shall from time to time pass laws establishing rea- 
sonable maximum rates of charges for the trans- 
portation of passengers and freight on said 
railroads, and enforce all such laws by adequate 
penalties.” (Article 12. section 14.) 

PROHIBITING DISCRIMINATION. 

Section E21, chapter 21, Revised Statutes of 1879 
is as follows: Railways heretofore constructed, or 
that may hereafter be constructed in this State, are 
hereby deciared public highways, and railroad 
companies common carriers, Norailway company, 
corporation or association shall hereafter 
make any discrimination in charges or facilities in 
the transportation of freight or passengers be- 
tween transportation companies and individuals, 
nor in the transportation of freight 
between com mission merchants, or oth- 
er persons engaged in the transportation of 
freight. and individuals, in favor of either by abate- 
ment, drawback, or otherwise: nor shall any such 
company, corporation or association, nor any lessee, 
manager or employe of any such company, corpo- 
ration or association make any preference between 
the parties aforesaid in furnishing cars or motive 
power forthe purpose aforesaid. Any company, 
corporation or association, or manager, lessee or 
employe, violating the provisions of this section, 
hall forfeit and pay to the party injured the whole 
amount of such transportation charged, to be re- 
covered before any court of competent jurisdiction: 
provided, that excursion or commutation tickets 
may be issued at special rates. 

Thus discriminations of ali kinds are absolutely 
prohibited, and particularly discriminations between 
transportation companies and individuals. How 
this applies to the present case will be seen 
later. Having thus provided against discriminations 
and having in the section quoted a few days since 
(820) forbidden railroads to charge more for a short 
than for a long haul, the statutes proceed (section 
887) to provide for the existence of 

THREE RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS, 

and thereafter to confer upon them certain powers. 
They may, on complaint, administer oaths, summon 
witnesses, etc., aud shall at any and all times have 
access to any and all books and papers in any rail- 
road office kept for and used in said railroad office 
by any railroad company in this State.” Again, 
section 842 provides that: “Said Railroad Commis- 
sioner shall have power to classify all articles of 
freight transported onany railroads or parts of 
railroads owned, leased. or occupied in the State, 
except the articlesin the special classes D. E. G 
and H, placing said articles in either of the general 
classes herein provided for, or in any of said 
special classes, except D, E. G and H;: and are 
further e mpowered and authorized to reduce said 
rates on any of said railroads or parts of railroads, 
either in general or special classes, whenever, in 
their judgment, it can be equitably done.” 

This is certainly clear enovgh. The Commis- 
sioners have the power to order a reduction in 
rates between any points op any line, whenever. 
in their zudement, it can be equitably done.“ The 
Com missioners, in 1883, entered upon a correspond~ 


ence with 

on this subject, and, by his assistance reached the 
following conclusions, as given in their ninth report: 
“First. That the authority ‘to reduce said rates’ 
conferréd upon the Commissioners in section 842 
Revised Statuets, applies not to passenger rates, but 
to freight rates alone. Second That it applies to all 
t rates, whether fixed by statute or by a ra- 


freight 
road company, thereby covering rates on the gen- 
eral as well as the special classes; and, Third. That 


no authority is anywhere given to the Commission- 
ers to ſustitute suits for the enforcement of the 
against illegal, unreasonable or extortion- 
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their authority to bring suits being limited | su

done, and to leave the enforcement of the reduced 
rates to the parties aggrieved.” 

The reply of the Attorney-General on which 
these conclusions are based says: “I think there 
can be no doubt thatit wasthe intention of the 
Legislature to empower the Commissioners, and 
that it did empower them, 

TO REDUCE ALL FREIGHT RATES 
whether in one class or another, and whether the 
same were fixed by the statute or charged by the 
companies.“ 5 

The powers of the Commissioners having been 
thus defined; whatare their duties? A railway 
company under the cloak of inter-state traffic 
accepts a lesser rate within the State than it charges 
on the same class and quality of Stave traffic, and 
thereby prevents a citizen of Missouri disposing of 
his goods within the State. Is not that railway 
company guilty of that discrimination which is 
forbidden by the statutes? 

It accepts either from the citizen of another State 
or from another transportation company a lesser 
sum for the performance of certain services than it 
charges a citizen of Missouri for the same. Is not 
this a plain discrimination? A Missouri road ac- 
cepts from another transportation line at St. Louis 
certain goods for transportation to the Arkansas, 
the Indian Territory, the Kansas State line. Those 
good may be destined to a point beyond that line, 
but the company receives for their transportation 
to that line or between two points in the State of 
Missouri a certain sum. A citizen of Missouri who 
tenders the same sum for the same service is re- 
fused. Is this not discrimination between a trans- 
portation company and an individual? But what 
can the Commissioners do? only the aggrieved par- 
ty can bring suit. Yes, but the Commissioners have

of redtess even than the instituting of a suit. LET 
THEM REDUCE THE MAXIMUM RATES OF THE 
OFFENDING COMPANY TO THE RATE AC- 
CEPIED BY THEM from the company which 
delivers them the goods at St. Louis or at 
any other point within the State. The solicitation 
or acceptance by a railway company of property 
for transportation at a certain rate is good evidence 
that the compensation is just and reasonable, and 
to charge a citizen of Missouri for the same service 
more than is just or reasonable is extortion and dis- 
crimination, If a bale ef cotton is shipped from 
Fort Scott, Ark., under a through bill of lading, via 
the St. Louis and San Francisco Road, and St. Louis 
to New York pays the St. Louis and San Francisco 
Road but $1 50 from the Arkansas State line to St. 
Louis, that road under the laws of Missouri had no 
right to charge more than $1 50 per bale from any 
point north of the State line to St. Louis on cotton 
destined to St. Louis or New York. A common 
carrier has no right to inquire whether a shipment 
is State or interstate traffic, and fix rates accord- 
ingly. Its duty is to perform the act of transpor- 
tation, treating shipments received from shippers 
and those received from connections alike. The 
Constitution of Missouri forbids discrimination. 
The Railroad Commissioners, before entering upon 
the duties of their office, swear to support the Con- 
stitution of Missouri. If, then the Commissioners 
are awareof the ¢xistence of discrimination (and 
they acknowledge they are in this case) it is their 
duty to apply the remedy. Let them ascertain 
what rates the ‘Frisco Road is being paid by its 
Eastern connections for the transportation of 
freight from St. Louis to Springfield, Mo., and let 
that Grate be declared the maximum between St. 

Eee Let them ascertain what 
the receiving from Eastern lines for the 
transportation of dry goods from St. Louis to the 
Arkansas State line on the way to Fort Smith, and 
let them declare that rate the maximum rate on 
dry goods from St. Louis to any point on the road 
this side of Arkansas. Let them apply this form 
of remedy to the evil wherever it exists on any line 
within this State. Then, when 

MAXIMUM RATES 

have been established, the citizens of Missouri will 
see that the railroads do not extort from them any 
more than the Commissioners prescribe. The evi- 
dence is easy of access. The Commissioners have a 
perfect right to examine the books of any railroad 
company within the State, and a number of paid 
expense bills and bills of lading, as well as the 
names of witnesses now in the possession of 
the Post-Drspatcd, are at their service. Prompt 
action in this matter will do much to strengthen 
the position of the Railroad Comm issioners with 
the public. Failure to act will place them in rather 
an uncomfortable position at the next election. 

Should che line of action above outlined be im- 
possible because of any technicality in the 
interpretation of the law, and should the railroads 
fail to right the wrongs they have committed, the 
| Commissioners need have no fear but that the Gen- 
| eral Assembly at its next session will confer upon 
them such additional powers as they crave and 
which may seem necessary. 


The Commissioners’ Powers. 
The following extract from a recent decision of 
the Railroad Commissioners of Massachusetts well 
defines the position of the railroads and the powers 


of the Commissioners: 

“The right ef the State to fix rates for railroad 
corporations, either directly or by delegated author 
ity, has often been affirmed by the courts. It has 
been traced to the grant of power to take land by 
right of emineut domain and to the obligations as- 
sumed by every common carrier. The principle ia 
as old as the first ferry that ever was established in 
England or America. And if any railroad manager 
still doubts its existence, he might learn it from the 
backmen at his stations. For they are not allowed 
to ‘extort what they will,“ or to charge what the 
traffic will bear,’ or to take advantage of the 
absence of competition, but they have for genera- 
tions been held to pr.ces by authority dele- 
gated by the Legislature: 

Raiiroad 2 hold their property and 
exercise their functions for the public benefit, and 
are, therefore, subject to legislative control. The 
Legisiature which has created them may regulate 
the mode in which they may transact their busi- 
ness, aud the prices which they shall charge for 
the transportation of freight and passengers. All 
this is within the domain of legislative power, 
although the power to alter and amend the charters 
of suci corporations has not been reserved. (Um- 
ball vs. Boston and Company, 70 
N. Y. Reports, 569.) 

In respect to charters for railroads, both the 
islature aud corporation act as trustees of 
28 interest to some extent; for the corporatiou 

intrusted with the — — of eminent domain, 
whica is in its nature a public rigbt, and is not to 
be sacrificed to uses that are exclusively

both are private corporations, but practically the 
railroad company ia a public corporation, holding a 
public trust, and subject to public control: 

It is true that the real and personal property 
necessary to the establishment and management of 
the railroad is vested in the corporation, but it is in 
trust for the public. The company have not the 
general power of disposal incident to the absolute 
right of property; they are obliged to use it ina 

lar manner and for the accomplishment of a 
well defined public object. (Worcester vs. Western 
R. R. Co., 4 Met. 

These are not the words of a communist or of a 

r. This is the language of Chief Justice 

haw, one of the wisest — most conservative of 
urists. If the words seem to go too far, it is not 
ecessary to go nearly as far in order to uphold 
this law. In this State the common law has been 
re-enacted and reinforced by legisiation. For fifty- 
four years every railroad charter has subject 
to amendment, alteration or repeal at the pleasure 
of the General Court. And for fifteen years all 
rates have been “subject to revision and alteration 
by the General Court or such officers or persons 
as it may appoint for the purpose, anything in the 
charter of such rai corporation to the contrary 
notwithstanding,” These just provisions entered 
by the Legisiature and laid down by the courts 
have not deterred capitalists fram investing in 
ssachusetts railroads, nor have they injured 
their stability or diminished the value of our rail- 
road securities. On the contrary, these securities 
have been protected by the conservative influence 
of justice. The same law has secured the interest 
of the people and the rights of associated capital. 
When the charge of communism is made against 
these statutes and decisidns, we answer that the most 
dangerous promoter of com munis:nu is the advocate 
of unrestrained monopoly, who says of his fran- 
chises and his customers alike, “May I not do.what 
I will with my own?” It will bardly be denied that 
our State law applies to a foreign corporation 
operating railroads in Massachusetts, For a com- 
pany accepting a franchise here accepts all its 
accompanying liabilities, and is not privileged above 
doméstic corporations by being treed from their 
duties to the pubiic.

Political Enemies Seeking to Oust

The Disgruntled Admirers of Blaine 
Reviving an Old Movement—A Full 
Statement Published in a Philadel- 
phia Paper—Mr. Beecher’s. Salary 
and Extravagance.

New York, August 24.—Rumors concerning 
Henry Ward Beecher’s relations with Plymouth 
Church have been afloat, especially since the elec- 
tion of President Cleveland. The disgruntled 
admirers of Jim Blaine, who realized what a blow 
they had sustained when the Piymouth pastor 
announced his intention to throw the Plumed 
Kuight” overboard, and become a passenger 
upon a ship whose captain was the great 
reform commander, are, without doubt, at 
least partially responsible for certain 
absurd statements which have found their 


way into print. Some would have it tat the 
congregation is even now dismembered, and two- 
thirds of its members are quietiy looking for 
another pastor. One reason, ibly the 
most potent for this alleged feeling, is Mr. Beecher's 
tuitude during the recent campaign. Another is 
the fact that tae great divine is rapidly oearing 
the age of four score, and therefore will soon be 
uvabie to fulfill the many duties demanded by such 
an exacting congregation. Still others, it is said, are 
determined to dispense with Mr. Beecher’s services 
because rumors are afloat that he is bankrupt, 
when he ought not to be.

Wasuinerton, D. C., August 24—The Interior De 
partment bas been informed by Inspector Gardiner, 
who has been assisting the Indians and half breeds 
in the vicinity of the Turtle Lake, Dakota, reserva- 
tion, in taking up homesteads on public lands, that 
the local land office at Devil's Lake is 


receiving homestead filings on lands in that locality 
from half-breeds as citizens. The Ins has 
been instructed that Incians and halr-breeds are not 
citizens and can only become such under special 
laws enacted therefor by Congress. They can 
take homesteads only as Indians and sub- 

the restrictions as to alien- 
ation 138 for in the Indian Homestead 
Law. they secure patents for homesteads with- 
out such restrictions, many, if not ail of them, will 
soon part with the lands and again take refuge 
upon some reservation as a charge upon the 
Government. If the Indians patent their tands 
under the Indian Homestead Law they cannot part 
with them for a period of twenty-five years. 


The Shoe and Leather Trade, 

Wasuineron, D. C., August 24—Some time since 
the State Department sent circulars to the various 
United States Consuls asking for information in 
regard to the shoe and leather trade in the various 
districts inwhich they are located. Responses to these 
circulars are now being received. Consul Harper, 
at Munich, says of the trade in Germany: German 
manufacturers have, during the last decade, made 
rapid progress in this industry. There have been 
founded large factories that produce first rate goods 
quite equal to those produced in other countries. 
No money has been. spared to introduce 
very best machinery. Sons of the 

most prominent houses have been sent to America, 
England and France to study the trade and its 
ngs. The American method of manufacture 

has had the special attention of the leading firms. 
The result is that many factories are 
completely furnished and conducted on 
American plans. In fact, the German 
manufacturers are endeavoring to elevate 
their production to the highest degree of perfec- 
tion. Thetime is not far distant when German 
machine-sewed ladies’ goods will be found in the 
West End shops of London.” Consul Russell 
writes as follows from Liverpool: American 
leather is sent here with a quantity of waste 
attached. which English tanners would render 
into glue and not at the 
tronble and expense of tanning. There is some 
thing in the American process which robs the pelt 
of a large portion of its gelatinous parts, and makes 
the texture dry. It is found necessary for buyers 
of American hides, before they can be used, to rid 
them of much offal before they cut them up. 
This is waste. It would enhance the value of tue 
sides if American tanners would cut these off and 
make glue pieces of them. There are no bona fide 
American made boots sold here, although there 
are several so-called American stores. The goods 
sold in them are manufactured, as the proprietor 
says, onthe American principle. There are no 
import duties on leather, either raw or manufact-

A COMMUNICATION from Railroad-Commis- 
sioner HARDING, explaining very satisfactorily 
the difference between the figures of Poor’s 
Manual and those of the Missouri Railroad 
Commissioner's Report, will be found in an- 
other column. It shows how careful our Rail- 
road Commissioners were not to be misled by 
any railroad authority or official report into 
an over-valuation of the railroad property in 
Missouri. Weare glad to see our State Rail- 
road Commissioners so willing to aid the Post- 
DISPATCH in spreading strictly accurate infor- 
mation on the subject of the under-valuation of 
railroad property by our State Board of 
Equalization, and in calling attention to the 
discrimination outrage and to the weakness of 
the legal remedies for the wrong. 


Wri a popular majority of 250,000 in the 
Union, and a New York State majority of 
40,000, Mr. TrLDEN failed to step from the Gov- 
ernor’s mansion at Albany to the White House.

Ix the discussion of the question of freight 
discriminations the point is made that the rail- 
roads are not altogether to blame for the fail- 
ure of St. Louis to secure trade which lay at 
her doors, but that the St. Louis merchants 
have had as much to do with it as the railroads. 
We are afraid there is only too much truth in 
this. St. Louis trade has always been 
servative. It was reluctant to adopt new 
methods, to change from the old ways of slow- 
ness and safety and adopt the new ideas of 
quick sales, small profits, close margins and 
bitter competition. But if the St. Louis mer- 
chants have sinned they have paid a heavy 
penalty. We donot wish to excuse, them at 
the expense of the truth; we admit their share. 
But this does not affect the real issue, which is 
a question of facts and figures, of fair freight 
rates versus unjustifiable discrimination. The 
faults of the St. Louis merchants cannot pos- 
sibly justify the prohibitory tariffs which are 
now under discussion.

Tue colerity with which so many of Senator 
CooKRELL’s relatives slide into offices while 
the doors are shut in the face of other Missouri

THE TRADE OF ST. LOUIS. 

Is St. Louis well situated as a center of trade? 
A glance at the situation of our city is all that 
is needed to answer that question. It was de- 
signed by nature as acenter for the distribution 
of all the products of the East and West, of the 
North and South. 

It is the geographical center of the country. 
It isa healthy city. It has ample capital and 
solvent relations with the money centre of the 
country, business connections built up by years 
of honest dealing and friendly feelings. 

Such a citv has the right to command the 
trade of the geographical area around it. It has 
a right to deman@ that in all the adjustments of 
rates and charges its importance shall be recog- 
nized, and its growth provided for. 

What is it we see? At the first step taken in 
trade from the great trade center, St. Louis 
gets a square knock down blow. St. Louis 
trade is struck in the face with a false mileage 
basis. Even when equal rates per mile are of- 
fered her, the mileage basis adds a discriminat- 
ing tax of five per cent. on all freight charges. 

Then the ingenuity of trade oppression has 
taken hold of the St. Louis bridge, and, instead 
of making it a help to the city, has actually 
turned it into a detriment by building up the 
grotesque and iniquitous bridge arbitrary,” a 
a tax imposed solely on St. Louis trade, and 
unknown to any other city except St. Louis. 

All other bridge tolls have been merged into 
the general freight rate. Even the St. Louis 
bridge toll has been merged into the freight 
rate for all points beyond St. Louis, but for 
all freight destined for St. Louis it adds a full 
hundred miles to the already unfair mileage. 

What do we see when St. Louis has finally 
received the goods and tries to sell them? The 
columns of the Post-DisPatcH have told the 
story day by day. To getthe goods we pay 
more for the long haul, and the haul is made 
longer to make the bill larger. But when it 
comes to selling the goods the rule is reversed. 

When St. Louis has the short haul and com- 
peting cities have the long haul, St. Louis pays 
more for the short haul than competing cities 
pay for the long haul. 

New Orleans undersells usat Joplin. Cin- 
cinnati undersells us at Little Rock. New 
York undersells us at Moberly. Chicago under- 
sells us at Sedalia. Kansas City undersells us 
at Carthage. Goods are hauled through St. 
Louis three hundred miles beyond and half way 
back for less money than would haul them to 
St. Louis. The mileage basis which served its 
turn to keep St. Louis from buying is kicked 
oyt of doors when St. Louis tries to sell. 

There is only one basis which is constant. It 
is known as the St. Louis be damned basis.” 

And this is done by railroads built with our 
money and subject to our laws. The merchants 
of St. Louis who are fleeced and gouged and 
insulted and ruined by these arbitrary imposi- 
tions are paying taxes to-day for the bonds on 
which these railroads were built. Half the 
State tax is an interest tax, and the State debt 
is a railroad debt, but the debt and 
taxes incurred ig building the roads are 
nothing to the tax laid on us to run the roads. 

Is St. Louis to stand this forever? No, it will 
not doit. If the contest were merely one be- 
tween asingle newspaper—with the right on 
its side—and the whole railroad interest which 
converges in St. Louis, even then we would 
back the paper, if it were a live paper, with a 
circulation, a purpose, a conviction. But in 
this warfare against tht oppression of the 
trade of St. Louis, the Post-DispatcuH has the 
united sentiment and purpose of St. Louis to 


back it, and the whole public opinion of the 


State to compel the railroads to do justice. 
This is our reliance, and, fighting it out on 
this line, we never fora moment doubt the 


result of the campaign. 


Chicago's Jealousy. 
From the Chicago News. 

Cairo is one of the thirty-six cities in Illinois in 
which the special mail-delivery system is soon to 
take effect. We trust the Post Office Department 
is aware that in providing for the immediate 
delivery of letters in Cairo it must make certain 
preparations not necessary to be made in most 
other cities affected by the new law. In addition 
to maintaining a corps of messengers, as at other 
places, the department must supply the Cairo office 
with a squad of efficient detectives and a pack of 
hounds, fer there is no telling where a Cairo man is 
to be found. Sometimes he is over in Kentucky 
fighting a duel, sometimes over in Missouri stealing 
horses, and sometimes up in Pulaski County attend- 
ing a lynching. In the spring and early summer 
seasons it will be necessary also to maintain at 
Cairo a corps of divers, for during these seasons 
the town is under anywhere from ten to fifty feet of 
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one who went fo the penitentiary for it), R. T. 
Beauregard $9,300 (collected of bondsmen); Asses- 
sor A. W. Norcross defaulted to the amount of 
$175,000, a total loss. Postmaster Smallwood lost 
$40,000 by a clerk, and was ruined in making it 
good; Postmaster Taliaferro $12,000, made up by 
his bondsmen, and suceessors have had to 
make up considerable amounts Altogether the 
Government has lost about $1,500,000 in twenty 
years, and it is no wonder that Mr. Cleveland has 
made a change.

How the Poor’s Manual Class 
The Accuracy of the Missouri Rail 
road Commissioners’ Reports and 
Estimates, 


Jervenson Crry, August 24, 1885. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The discrepancies in the statistics of railway oper- 

ions in Missouri for 1884, as pubiished in 
Poor’s Manual, and in the reports of the Railroad 
Commissioners, and to which discrepancies you call 
public attention, are easily explained. 

The statistics found in Poor's Manual, purporting 
toshow the expenses, stock, debt, cost 
etc., eto. of Missouri railroads, are made up on the 
entire mileage of a portion of the roads operated 
in the State and extending into other States. The 
statistics published by the Commissiéners are for 
mileage in Missouri, alone. For example: The M., 
„ is credited in 
Poor's Manual, under head of Missouri roads, with 
a mileage of 1,386 miles, and with earnings in 1884, 


of $7,217,251. Now the actual mileage of the Mis- 
souri, Kansas and Texas Railway in Missouri 
is 248 miles only, and the earnings of that — 
in 1884 were $1,316,105, and are so stated by 
Commissioners, who do not claim that the M. K. & 
T. Ry. earned $7,317,251 on 1,386 miles of road in 
Missouri. But iaken from Poor's Manual, and as 
published in the Post-DispatcH, this would seem 
to ve the fact, as in the tables bo the mileage 
and earnings of the entire M., K & T. system are 
takea up as mileage aud earnings. 
You seem to consider Poor's Manual as most relia- 
ble authority in railroad matters; mucu better as 
rega in ssouri than the Commis- 
siouers, and apologize to the puolie for deceiving 
them by publishing statistics found in their reports, 
But let us see how reliable Poor's Mannal is as re- 
gards railway operation in this State: The 
Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific Railway Company 
operated 859.3 miles of railroad in Missouri in 1884, 
and earned tbereon $4,486,815.

DIED OF A BROKEN HEART. 


John Leander Starr's Affection for 
His Adopted Daughter.

New Yors, August 24—Col. John Leander Starr 
rented the first flat at 80 East Twelfth strest two 
years ago. Mrs. Ada Stoddard kept house for him, 
and was introduced as his daughter, though she 
was in reality only an adopted daughter. Her 
parents died when she was very young, and having 
no immediate relations, she was taken in the Starr 
family. Sue was excellently educated, Col. Starr 
had served with distinction in the British army and 
for several years was aid-de-camp to the 
Queen. He received a pension from the 


British Government, and was also allowed $100 a 
month by Frederick R. Starr, the owner of the cel- 
ebrated Echo farm in Connecticut, who is his 
brother. Tue latter is noted tor his philanthropy. 
He has bunt several newsboys’ iodgings throughout 
tne State. He was never friendly uisposed to Mrs. 
Stoddard. On August5 Mrs. Stoddard died rather 
suddeniy from kidney trouble. Col. Starr did not 
have money enough te bury her.

There was no doubt in bis mind about this achieve- 
ment,and yet he made noeffort todo so. He 
remembered his office as a private watchman, its 
duties, obligations and limitations. This happy 
thought vccurred to him at once and he refrained 
from exerting himseif. He remembered that the

escape. He implied that he had been deprived by 
a biiud and oppressive tyranny of the power of ap- 
ae ye criminals enjoyed by him heretofore.

—Mrs. Walkup Under Arrest—The

plexion—Great Excitement in New,

Puponra, Kax., August 24. — The excitement in 
this community is still intense over the death of 
Hon. J. R. Walker, one of the most respected and 
prominent citizens. Various statements are made 
concerning his untimely taking off. Grave sus- 
picions are aroused against the wife of the dead 
man. A post-mortem examination was held at 
which the stomach and intestines were found ina 
congested state. with indications of corrosive 
poison. A few days preyious to nis death, Mrs. 
Walkup visited a drug store and purchased 
strychnine and she also bought of another 
druggist four ounces of arsenic. These 
facts, added to the evident cause of his death, place 
the woman in a perilous position. She takes the 
arrest very coolly and refuses to be interviewed.

A Storm in Michigan Destroys the First 
Crop—Other Damage. 

Kalamazoo, Mic., August 24—A heavy rain set 
in last night at about 8 o'clock, continuing until this 
morning, doing great damage. In the south part 
of the city the Alcott dam was swept away, 
which, together with the backset from the river, 
submerged most of the celery flelds. In the north 
part of the city many acres of celery were inun- 
dated. It is estimated that three-fourths 
of the crop is ruined, en- 
tailing an immense 1088. and the 
second crop must have the best weather to save it 
from almost total loss. The weather is yet show- 
ery, and prospects favor another heavy rain. 
Many growers estimate the loss of the celery crop

A Threatened Hitch in the Bridge

German Ideas as to the Validity of the ? 


Prince's New Title. 
From the London Truth. 


Ihave been favored bya “Von” whoisa 


chamberlain at a German court—I must not 
say which—with a disquisition on the status of 
the Queen’s new son-in-law. This Teuton, like 
most of his countrymén who have anything to 
do with court life, is an authority on — 
and goes so far as to maintain that it has deep- 
lying laws which have not their source in mere 
arbitrary conventions, He calls in question 
her majesty’s power to create a royal highness 
by letters patent, royalty having its source in 
‘birth, national election, or the conquest of a 
people.” In some States, women may become 
royal by marriage, but men do not do so any- 
where. lasked whether the Queen was not 
the fountain of honor in — She was, 
but within strictly limited condition. 
As the fates were above Jove, usuage 
and acts of Parliament were superior to 
her majesty. She the Von pro- 
ceeded to lay down, no more right to create“ 
a royal status by letters patent than to change, 
by the same vehicle, the order of succession to 
tie throne. As a mother she transmitted the royal 
quality, but not as amother-in-law. Indeed, 
my erudite German friend further held that if 
she did not hasten to give her son-in-law a no- 
bilitary title of some sort, any city knight 
would take the pas of him at a Guildhall 
feast. ‘‘Do you mean to say,” 1 asked, that 
Sir John Bennett would be entitled to sit there 
above Prince Henry—or, as you cail him, Hen- 
reich—of Battenberg?’ “He not only would, 
but any one entitled to appear at a royal draw- 
ingroom a also, ee titles, — those 
of members of reigning houses, having no 
weight in England. Of course, if the English 


put up with the too great stretch of the royal 


prerogative in favor of Prince Heinrich, there 
is nothing to be said, so far as they are con- 
cerned, The Queen can make him a duke, but 
she cannot give him precedence as such over 
the Duke of Westminster, because Battenberg 
would be of more recent creation. The pre- 
cedence she gave her husband in 1840 over the 
children of George III. was not admitted by 
them. To get the Duke of Sussex to respect it, 
she induced Lord Melbourne to give a lump of 
money to Lady Cecilia Ruggin, to whom she, 
moreover, granted the title of Duchess of In- 
verness, rooms at palace and a stiif 
annuity.’
